Eastern citizens, Folks who had 
only a few acres or no land at 
all took many things for granted 
on a basis of the old country way 
of doing.

During the Christmas Eve sup- 
per, some member of every Uk- 
ranian family throws a handful 
of kutya or pudding at the ceil- 
ing.
